The only thing 
that hasn’t been improved to 
any noticeable extent is ilie av 
erag e driver. 

During the past fifty years 
there has been an equally phen¬ 
omenal growth in the hog pro¬ 
duction industry in Canada. The 
types and breeds of hogs have 
been modified and improved to 
meet market demands know¬ 
ledge of nutrition has been in¬ 
creased, disease control has ad¬ 
vanced. All in all the two indust 
ries have been equally progress¬ 
ive but once again the driver, 
in this case the average hog pro 
ducer, is the factor in which 
least improvement has been 
made. 

Every hog producer conduc s 
certain phases of the hog indust 
ry. He can no nr #*e afford to ig¬ 
nore advances in methods than 
can the manufacturer of cars. 
And yet the visi ors and letters 
that come to our olVic? give 
surprising evidence that our 
hog producers, to a large extent 
are nil, making use of the most 
recent advances in their pro¬ 
duction program. 

Let us consider only one par¬ 
ticular point at present. It is 
general experience and know- 
ledgo thfl> one of the most dif 
ficult periods in hog production 
is th 2 weaning period. This is 
Hie time when the young pigs 
change from a diet composed 
largely of milk to one complet¬ 
ely differ;n . The smaller this 
difference can be made, and the 
mor ? gradually the change, the 
better will be the results. A pro 
tein supplement is a first essenf 
ial and yet we hear almost 
daily freen hog producers that 
they ar 8 weaning pigs without 
supplement amd still are wonder 
ing why they have trouble with 
their pigs. 

Whether we like it or not we 
may as well facet the fact tha 
there is competition between 
individu 1 producers, between 
sections of Canada, and be ween 
Canada and o her countries. 
The only wav that wo can meet 
this competition at any level 
is to be up to date and efficient 
in our production program. 

We hsard a good deal about 
Danish hog production before 
the war and we will hear mdn 
about it again after this war 
There will be competition whet
